Social  Conditions,  etc. 

A large  percentage  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  two 
Urban  Districts  may  be  described  as  private  residents. 
There  were  many  private  Boarding  Schools  and  Convales- 
cent Homes  in  these  two  Districts,  but  owing  to  the 
military  situation  of  the  towns  the  Schools  and  Homes 
were  evacuated  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  to 
other  areas.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  were  employed  in

hotels,  boarding  houses  and  lodging  houses } or  engaged 
in  occupations  connected  with  the  stay  in  these 
Districts  of  the  numerous  visitors;  and  some  were 
engaged  in  fishing  and  work  connected  with  the  sea# 

In  the  Rural  District  many  of  the  inhabitants  engage 
in  agricultural  pursuits;  there  is  also  the  Chislet 
Colliery  situated  In  the  Parish  of  Vtfestbere,  where  some 
1,350  men  are  employed;  some  of  these  men  live  in  the 
neighbouring  towns  of  Canterbury  and  Ramsgate,  and 
others  in  the  adjoining  villages,  but  about  400  have 
their  homes  in  the  colliery  village  of  Hersden*  There 
Is  also  a Paper  Mill  at  Chartham,  where  some  122  people 
work;  and  the  small  village  of  Woollage,  In  the  vicin- 
ity of  Womenswold,  is  inhabited  entirely  by  miners  who 
work  at  Snowdown  Colliery.  The  Mental  Hospital  at 
Chartham  accommodates  1./500  patients  and  about  150 
members  of  the  staff.  Then  there  are  two  large  concrete 
factories,  one  at  Chartham  and  the  other  at  Westbere, 
Sturry;  the  South  Coast  Concrete  Co.  at  Chartham  employ 
approximately  90  people,  some  of  whom  live  in  the 
village  of  Chartham  and  the  others  are  from  the  surround- 
ing districts.  At  the  Kent  Concrete  Products  Co., 
Westbere,  Sturry,  approximately  40  people  are  employed.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA, 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  in  the 
Laboratory  facilities;  nearly  all  bacteriological 
work  connected  with  the  United  District  is  carried 
out  at  the  County  Laboratory , County  Hall,  Maidstone, 
free  of  charge,  outfits  being  supplied  to  the  Medical 
'Officer  of  Health  and  to  medical  practitioners  in 
order  that  they  may  send  specimens  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination* 


Ambulance  Fa c il i t i e s „ 

(a)  Infectious  Cases, 

The  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  Committee  have  an  arrangement  with  the 
Whitstable  and  District  Ambulance  Committee  for  the 
removal  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from 
both  Districts. 

The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District 
use  the  ambulance  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital 
Board:  the  vehicle  is  stationed  at  Haine  Isolation 

Hospital. 

The  Bridge-'Blean  Rural  District  Council  have  an 
arrangement  whereby  they  hire  a motor  ambulance  belong- 
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ing  to  the  Whit stable  and  District  Ambulance  Committee 
for  the  removal  of  patients  either  to  the  Herne  Bay 
and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  or  to  the  City 
of  Canterbury  Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  Non-Inf ectious  Cases . 

In  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  an  ambulance 
service  is  provided  by  a Division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  the  Urban  District  Council  making 
an  annual  grant  towards  the  fund.  As  regards  co- 
ordination, there  are  no  joint  working  arrangements  in 
existence,  but  if  the  assistance  of  another  ambulance 
is  required,  this  is  obtained  from  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  at  Canterbury  or  Whitstable. 

An  ambulance  service  is  provided  in  the  Broadstairs 
and  St.  Peter’ s Urban  District  by  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society;  and  as  regards  co-ordination,  there  is  a 
working  arrangement  whereby  if  the  Broadstairs  ambulances 
are  out,  the  ambulance  of  either  Ramsgate  Borough  or  the 
Margate  Borough  is  available  and  vice  versa. 

In  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  the  ambulance 
of  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  is  used  for  non- 
inf  ectious  cases;  there  is  also  an  ambulance  at  the 
Chislet  Colliery  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  there; 
and  the  motor  ambulances  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  Herne  Bay  Division,  are  available.  As  regards 
co-ordination,  there  is  an  arrangement  whereby  the 
motor  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Canterbury  Centre  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  is  available  for 
the  use  of  all  the  villages  surrounding  Canterbury,  or 
further  afield  if  necessary.

Dental  Clinics. 


There  is  a Dental  Clinic  in  connection  with  the 
new  County  School  Clinic,  which  has  been  erected  on 
the  site  of  the  old  Cottage  Hospital  at  Herne  Bay. 
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In  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter’s  Urban  District 
a School  Dental  Clinic  was  held  in  1939  at  the  Mother- 
craft  Club,  St.  Peter’s  Road,  Broadstairs,  where  there 
were  also  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  nursing  and 
expectant  mothers,  and  infants  under  five  years  of  age, 
attending  Kent  County  Council  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
Isle  of  Thane t. 

A School  Dental  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Briage-Blean 
Rural  District  when  required,  usually  at  No. 11,  Longport 
Street,  Canterbury.  This  Clinic  serves  the  surrounding 
District.  There  are  also  facilities  for  the  dental 
treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  and  infants 
under  five  years  of  age,  attending  the  Kent  County 
Council  Welfare  Centres  around  the  Canterbury  District.

The  Centre  in  Herne  Bay  is  carried  on  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  New  Clinic.

Isolation  Hospitals, 

In  the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  isolated  and  treated  in  the  Herne  Bay  and 
Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  where  there  is 
accommodation  for  16  patients  in  three  separate  ward 
blocks,  allowing  144  square  feet  floor  space  per  patient. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  used  by  the  Broadstairs  and 
St.  Peter1 s Urban  District  is  situated  at  Haine  in  the 
Ramsgate  Borough  and  is  about  two  miles  from  the  centres 
of  the  towns  of  Margate  and  Broadstairs.  The  Hospital 
is  managed  by  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board, 
and  has  accommodation  for  about  100  patients. 

Infectious  cases  in  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District 
are  removed  either  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  or  to  the  Canterbury  City  Isolation 

Hospital. 
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Smallpox  Hospitals, 

Cases  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  the  Herne  Bay  Urban 
District  would  be  removed  for  isolation  and  treatment 
to  the  Poulton  Smallpox  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of 
Dover;  as  would  also  any  cases  occurring  in  the  Bridge- 
Blean  Rural  District. 

Any  cases  occurring  in  the  Broadstairs  and 
St*  Peter’s  Urban  District  would  be  accommodated  in  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  situated  at  Haine,  belonging  to  the 
Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board. 


General  Hospitals. 

The  United  District  is  served  by  the  Queen  Victoria 
Memorial  Hospital,  Herne  Bay,  and  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital,  Canterbury,  for  cases  from  the  Herne  Bay  Urban 
District  and  the  Briage-Blean  Rural  District;  and  by 
the  Margate  and  District  General  Hospital  and  the 
Ramsgate  General  Hospital  for  cases  of  illness  or 
accident  occurring  in  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s 
Urban  District. 


Tuberculosis  Sanatoria. 

There  were  six  sanatoria  and  residential  institutions, 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  treatment  of 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  situated  In  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Urban  District;  but  owing 
to  the  military  situation  most  of  these  had  been 
evacuated  by  the  end  of  the  year.

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Ministry  of  Health  Circulars. 

The  Minister  of  Health  issued  Regulations  with 
regard  to  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  dated  25rd 
October,  1939,  to  come  into  operation  forthwith,  the 
Regulations  to  be  cited  as  the  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  Regulations,  1939,  which  makes  these  two  diseases 
notifiable . 

Circular  No, 1906  was  issued  on  the  20th  November, 
1939,  relating  to  Influenza,  In  this  circular  the 
Minister  of  Health  reviews  the  history  of  the  disease 
in  this  country  during  recent  years  and  gives  advice 
as  to  measures  of  personal  protection. 

Circular  No, 1865  was  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  the  22nd  November,  1939,  enclosing  a Memo- 
randum on  Typhoid  Fever. 


A.R.P.  - Civil  Defence* 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a considerable 
amount  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  staffs  of  the 
three  Councils  in  the  United  District,  was  taken  up  in 
the  organization  of  the  A.R.P.  Civil  Defence  Casualty 
Services.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  supervise  the  forming  of  First  Aid  Parties, 
the  staffing  of  First  Aid  Posts  and  Mobile  Units  and 
the  issuing  of  the  equipment. 

Ambulances  and  cars  for  sitting  cases  had  to  be 
obtained,  and  drivers  and  attendants  to  man  the 
vehicles  had  to  be  trained. 

A great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  organizing  and 
supervising  exercises  to  enable  the  personnel  of  the 
Casualty  Services  in  the  three  Districts  to  become 
efficient  in  their  duties.

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Camping  Sites. 

Approximately  19  sites  were  used  for  camping  pur- 
poses during  the  year.  The  number  of  camps  in  respect 
of  which  licences  were  issued  by  the  local  authority 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  was 
six;  and  the  estimated  number  of  campers  resident  in 
the  area  at  one  time  during  the  summer  season,  1939, 
was  about  1,000. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

This  is,  fortunately,  not  a serious  problem  at 
Herne  Bay  for  there  are  very  few  smoke  producing  com- 
mercial undertakings  and  smoke  from  chimneys  of  private 
dwelling-houses  is  quickly  dispersed  by  winds  which 
always  seem  abundant.  Laundries  are  the  chief  commer- 
cial offenders  and  from  time  to  time  the  occupiers  are 
reminded  of  their  legal  obligation  to  conduct  their 
businesses  without  production  of  smoke. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  Urban 
District.  At  the  Council's  Bathing  Establishment  care 
is  taken  to  disinfect  the  costumes  which  are  let  on 
hire  to  bathers. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  a total  of  9 verminous  houses  were 
dealt  with,  including  three  Council  houses.  All  these 
houses  were  disinfested  by  the  application  of  11  Cescones . M 
Disinfestation  work  of  this  nature,  carried  out  by  the 
Council  on  behalf  of  private  owners,  is  subject  to  a 
charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  material. 


Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the 
Schools  in  the  District  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory, 
and  there  has  been  no  change  since  the  1938  report.

HOUSING. 


The  general  standard  of  living  is  good.  Since  the 
outbreak  of  war  a large  number  of  houses  have  become 
vacant  owing  to  people  leaving  the  town,  and  housing 
work  has  been  somewhat  curtailed  owing  to  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  being  pre- occupied  with 
Civil  Defence  Duties. 

One  hundred  and  one  dwelling-houses  were  inspected 
for  housing  defects  under  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 
Sixty-two  were  rendered  fit  in  consequence  of  informal 
action. 


SECTION  E.  - INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk, 


During  the  year  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
his  staff  made  89  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies, 
and  notices  were  served  upon  cowkeepers  to  secure 
improvement  of  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

At  two  farms  modern  cowsheds  were  constructed  to 
replace  unsatisfactory  buildings;  and  at  two  other 
Farms,  improvements  have  been  made.  Another  Farm 
abolished  cesspool  drainage  and  main  drainage  was  pro- 
vided at  the  cowshed  and  dairy. 

Forty-seven  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
Kent  County  Council’ s Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  these  TOre  also  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  Details  of  the  samples

Heat  and  Other  Foods. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-three  Notices  of  slaughter 
were  received  from  the  six  butchers  who  slaughter  at 
the  four  licensed  slaughter-houses  within  the  Urban 
District.  The  1,949  animals  slaughtered  were  all 
inspected  after  slaughter,  and  many  of  them  were  also 
seen  before  slaughter. 

Upon  examination  2,832  pounds  of  meat  were  found 
to  be  diseased  and  were  surrendered  and  disposed  of  for 
extraction  of  usable  products  and  manufacture  into 
fertilizers  etc. , or  destroyed  by  burning  at  the  local 

Gas  Works. 


Bakehouses  * 

The  19  bakehouses  in  the  District  are  regularly 
inspected  as  required  by  the  Factories  Act,  1937.  It 
was  necessary  in  certain  instances  to  require  cleansing 
and  limewashing. 


Ice  Cream. 


During  the  summer  season  five  samples  of  ice  cream 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  only  two  of  these  were  considered 
to  be  of  a satisfactory  bacterial  standard. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  came  into  opera- 
tion on  the  1st  October,  1939,  makes  it  compulsory  for 
all  premises  used  for  the  sale  or  manufacture  for  sale  of 
ice  cream,  to  be  registered  with  the  local  authority,  and 
18  applications  were  received  for  registration. 
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It  is  now  compulsory  for  manufacturers  or  dealers 
in  ice  cream  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  occurence  of  any  milk  borne  disease  amongst  persons 
working  or  living  in  or  about  premises  where  ice  cream 
is  manufactured,  stored  or  sold*  Power  is  given  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  prohibit  the  use  of  ice 
cream  for  human  consumption  which  is  believed  to  be 
likely  to  cause  milk  borne  disease. 


Fried  Fish  Premises. 

Three  fish  fryers  applied  for  registration.  In 
future  all  such  premises  will  be  subject  to  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938.

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge  and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for 
the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  district  in 
accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.  A supply  is  kept  at  the  Queen 
Victoria  Hospital. 


Diphtheria  Immunization. 

Recommendations  advising  immunization  of  children 
against  Diphtheria  were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  1939,  but  were  not  adopted  by  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  until  1940. 


Verminous  Persons. 


There  are  no  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  vermin- 
ous persons  in  the  District.  Clothing,  however,  can  be 
disinfected  at  the  Disinfecting  Station.

During  the  year  the  water  supply  of  the  Urban 
District  was  connected  up  to  the  supplies  of  the  adjoin- 
ing Boroughs  of  Margate  and  Ramsgate  for  the  purposes  of 
dealing  with  fire  outbreaks  due  to  air  raids. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  District;  a new  sewer  was  laid  in  part  of 
Dumpton  Park  Drive  and  eight  houses  were  connected  to 
the  main  drainage.  A new  sewer  was  also  laid  in  Bay 
View  Road.

Shops  and  Offices. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  inspections  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  general  administration  of 
the  Shops  Acts. 


Camping  Sites . 

Owing  to  the  prohibition  of  camping  at  Elmwood  Farm 
and  the  refusal  of  the  Urban  District  Council  to  grant 
permission  in  certain  cases,  practically  no  camping  took 
place  in  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  during  1939. 
Informal  action  was  taken  in  one  case  where  tents  had 
been  erected  without  permission. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  are  very  few  factories  in  the  District  liable 
to  cause  smoke  nuisances:  no  such  nuisances  have  been 
observed  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  seven  swimming  pools  used  in  connection 
with  Private  Schools  in  the  District,  and  one  public 
swimming  pool  at  the  Grand  Hotel*  The  water  for  these 
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pools  Is  taken,  by  arrangement  with  the  Water  Engineer, 
from  the  town  mains. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Seventeen  houses  were' found  to  he  infested  with 
bugs  during  the  year,  viz:-  ten  Council  Houses  and 
7 private  Houses.  The  rooms  affected  were  thoroughly 
sprayed  with  liquid  insecticide,  with  satisfactory 
results  in  each  case. 


Schools. 

The  sanitery  condition  and  water  supply  of  the 
Schools  in  the  District  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory; 
owing  to  the  military  situation  most  of  the  Private 
Boarding  Schools  evacuated  to  other  areas  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year. 


SECTION  D.  ~ HOUSING. 

Three  houses,  represented  and  dealt  with  as  a 
Clearance  Area,  were  demolished  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
held  on  the  19th  June,  it  was  reported  that  six  houses 
in  Old  Green  Lane,  erected  to  house  tenants  of  eight 
caravans  represented  in  two  Clearance  Areas  in  1937, 
were  completed  on  the  27th  May  and  the  gipsies  had  moved 
into  them  on  the  12th  June..  In  this  way  a condition  of 
affairs,  which  had  been  a source  of  considerable  anxiety 
to  the  Urban  District  Council  over  a long  period,  was 
terminated.  It  was  only  with  the  advent  of  recent 
legislation  that  it  was  possible  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  put  an  end  to  the  very  unsatisfactory  conditions 
under  which  the  gipsies  were  living. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  shortage  of  houses  and 
no  cases  of  overcrowding  reported.  A large  number  of 
houses  were  vacated  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  a result 
of  the  war. 
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SECTION  E.  - INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk. 


During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  314 
visits  to  cowsheds  and  dairies!  six  defects  were  found 
and  remedied,  and  in  one  case  a new  sterilizing  chest 
was  installed. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Council1  s Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examina-

School  Milk . 


Sixteen  samples  of  School  Milk  were  taken  and  sent 
to  the  County  Laboratory,  by  the  School  Inquiry  Officer, 
for  bacteriological  examination:  of  these  one  sample 
was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Two  samples  of  School 
Milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli, 
■with  negative  results  in  each  case.

Only  good 
class  animals  are  slaughtered  and  the  meat  is  conse- 
quently of  a high  standard. 

The  total  weight  of  food  condemned  and  destroyed 
during  the  year  was  13  ewts.  3 qrs. 


Bakehouses . 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  18  visits  to  the  nine 
registered  bakehouses  in  the  District:  one  is  an  under- 
ground bakehouse. 


Ice  Cream. 

Four  samples  of  ice  cresm  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination,  three  of  these  were  satis- 
factory and  one  unsatisfactory;  a further  check  sample 
taken  in  the  latter  case,  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


Fried  Fish  Premises. 

There  are  two  fish-frying  premises  in  the  District 
which  are  scheduled  as  "offensive  trades."  In  future 
these  premises  will  be  subject  to  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938.

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge  and  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for 
the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  District  in 
accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.  A supply  is  kept  at  the _ Sanitary 
Inspector1 s Office  and  also  at  the  County  Police  station. 
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Diphtheria  Immunization, 

A scheme  for  the  immunization  of  children  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  but 
owing  to  the  evacuation  of  the  children  no  cases  have 
yet  been  deal  with. 


Verminous  Persons , 

There  are  facilities  at  the  Disinfecting  Station 
for  the  cleansing  of  the  belongings  of  verminous  persons.

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Hop-Pickers’  Encampments . 

Visits  were  paid  to  the  encampments  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  before  occupation,  and  certain 
improvements  were  carried  out. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Regional  Commissioner  all 
Farmers  were  notified  that  their  hop-pickers  should 
bring  their  gas-masks  with  them. 


Chartham  Mental  Hospital. 

This  Institution  has  accommodation  for  1,501  patients, 
732  males  and  769  females.  There  is  a resident  staff, 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Domestic,  of  143,  and  a non-resident 
staff  of  167. 


Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Rural  District-  by 
J.  S.  Todd  Esa.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  on  "the  31st  January,  into  the  subject  matter 
of  a Clearance  Order  made  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  dated  the  30th  day  of 
November,  1938.  The  Inspector  closed  the  Inquiry  after 
hearing  the  evidence  and  then  proceeded  to  inspect  the 
site  at  Wickhambreux.  At  the  Public  Health  Committee 
meeting  held  on  the  8th  March  it  was  reported  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  had  confirmed  the  Clearance  Order. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Rural  District  on 
the  4th  May,  by  J.  Gardner  Esq.,  M.Inst.  C.E.,  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  into  an  application 
of  the  Rural  District  Council  for  consent  to  borrow 
£16,650  for  purposes  of  (1)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
and  (2)  Refuse  Dump,  in  the  Contributory  Places  of 
Sturry  and  Westbere.  The  scheme  was  later  postponed  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.

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Monthly  and  quarterly  samples  taken  from  the  three 
public  water  supplies  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination,  show  that  these  supplies 
are  good  waters  and  quite  satisfactory.. 


Fordwich  Water  Supply. 

Several  samples  were  taken  from  a spring,  which  is 
called  11  the  Roman  Well,5'  during  the  year,  and  owing  to 
the  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  report  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  Canterbury  Gas  and  Water  Company . should 
be  approached  for  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  laying  a 
main  water  supply  to  the  village.  An  estimate  of  £639 
was  obtained,  but  in  view  of  the  present  emergency,  it 
was  decided  to  recommend  that  the  Kent  County  Council 
be  asked  whether  they  would  raise  any  objection  to  a 
temporary  supply  being  made  available  by  means  of  a^ 

2n  service  pipe  from  the  existing  main  in  Fordwich  Road: 
the  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  sewerage  schemes  in  operation,  one 
for  the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village  of 
Hers den # situated  in  the  Parish  of  Westbere.  In  the 
remainder  of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  means 
of  privies,  pail  closets  and  W-C’s  draining  to  cesspools. 

An  application  by  the  Rural  District  Council  to 
borrow  £16,650  for  the  purposes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal,  and  a refuse  dump,  in  the . contributory  places 
of  Sturry  and  Westbere,  was  the  subject  of  a Ministry 
of  Health  Inquiry  on  the  4th  May.  The  scheme  was  later 
postponed  for  the  duration  of  the  war.

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Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  emptying  of  cesspools  and 
the  removal  of  the  contents  of  pails,  an  efficient 
system  of  mechanical  vehicles  being  employed. 

Two  extra  vehicles  were  purchased  Quring  the  year, 
one  750  gallon  cesspool  emptier  and  one  500  gallon  pail 
collecting  lorry,  to  help  cope  with  the  work  caused  by 
extensions  to  the  scavenging  scheme  by  the  addition  of 
the  Parishes  of  Patrixbourne  and  Bekesbourne  ( a complete 
service),  and  the  Parish  of  Adisham  for  pails  and  ashes. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

Shops  and  Offices . 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  general  adminis- 
tration of  the  Shops  Act. 


-Camping  Sites. 

There  are  three  camping  sites  in  the  Rural  District, 
one  at  Barham,  attached  to  the  Camping  Club  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland;  one  at  Hoath  and  one  at  Petham. 

A licence  was  issued  by  the  local  authority  in  respect 
of  the  two  latter,  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  The  approximate  number  of  campers 
resident  in  the  area  at  one  time  during  the  summer 
season  of  1939  was  150. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  connection  with 
private  schools  in  the  District:  samples  of  the  water 
are  taken  from  time  to  time  and  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination# 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs* 

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses 
from  bed  bugs  is  by  means  of  spraying  with  "Zaldecide" 
when  necessary. 


Schools. 

As  far  as  is  known,  there  were  in  the  Rural  District 
four  Boarding  Schools,  with  accommodation  for  some  250 
pupils;  three  of  the  Schools  also  had  accommodation  for 
about  200  day  scholars.  At  the  end  of  the  year  these 
Schools  had  been  evacuated  to  other  Districts. 

There  are  21  Elementary  Schools  (11  Church  of 
England  and  10  Council) , and  a Central  School  at  Sturry. 


SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 


In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  four  cottages 
represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  March, 

1938,  were  repaired  and  rendered  fit.  Another  cottage 
was  demolished,  after  being  represented  as  unfit. 

The  Minister  of  Health  confirmed  the  Clearance 
Order  made  in  respect  of  three  cottages  at  Wickhambreux. 

In  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  four  cottages 
represented  as  unfit  in  July,  1937,  were  re-conditioned; 
and  five  cottages  were  demolished. 

SECTION  B.  - INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  370 
visits  to  cowsheds  and  dairies:  forty-one  defects  were 
found  and  remedied.

School  Milk. 

Fifty  samples  of  School  Milk  were  taken  by  the 
School  Inquiry  Officer  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination;  of  these,  five  samples 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Ten  of  the  samples  were  also  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tmbercle  bacilli  and  all  gave  negative 
results* 


Routine  Examinations. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  County 
Council,  the  collection  of  routine  milk  samples  was 
suspended  as  from  9th  January  on  account  of  outbreaks 
of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  but  these  were  re-commenced 
early  in  March,

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge  and  supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners 
for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  district, 
in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside 
London)  Order,  1910.  A supply  is  kept  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  at  his  Office. 


Diphtheria  Immunization . 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  recommended  that  a scheme  for  the  immunization 
of  children  against  Diphtheria  be  adopted,  and  this  was 
done  by  the  Rural  District  Council  early  in  1940. 


Verminous  Persons. 

There  are  no  facilities  in  this  district  for  the 
cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and 
their  belongings.

Disinfection. 

The  Rural  District  Council  does  not  possess  a steam 
disinfector,  but  all  clothing  is  sent  to  the  Herne  Bay 
Urban  District  for  .disinfection,  and  during  the  year  27 
batches  of  clothing  were  dealt  with  in  this  manner. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year 
was  88.

Circular  1937  of  the  11th  January,  1940,  was 
received. 

The  only  ships  which  entered  the  port  during  the 
year  were  the  passenger  steamers  belonging  to  the  Eagle 
and  Queen  Line  Pleasure  Steamers,  which  called  at  the 
Pier  during  the  Summer  and  landed  and  embarked  passengers 
proceeding  to  and  from  Chatham,  Southend  and  Margate. 

The  steamers  referred  to  are  pleasure  boats.  The  number 
of  passengers  landed  was  16,516.  (This  total  represents 
the  number  of  tolls  paid  at  la.  per  passenger) . 


Shellfish. 

Mussel  beds  exist  on  the  foreshore  chiefly  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Pier  and  at  Hampton.  Formerly  there 
were  mussel  beds  at  Bishopstone  and  Reculver,  but  these 
have  now  ceased  to  exist.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  states 
as  follows
